To the Committee on Student Affairs: 

As President of the Union during the 
session 1930-31 I respectfully wish to sub— 
mit the following report on the activities 
of the year. 

This report will include a general state— 
ment of the work of the year with refer— 
ence to the particular departments of the 
Union and observations and recommenda— 
tions, followed by the more detailed re— 
ports of the heads of the departments. 


General 

Approximately two years ago a new sys— 
tem of so-called student self-government 
was instituted at this University. During 
the following year some changes were made 
to complete the system. This past year 
therefore ought to have been one in which 
the new system would have a fair trial, and 
an important period in student affairs. 
Under the new system, all power is in the 
hands of the Council, with, of course the 
right of veto left with the Union. Hence 
it is essential that the students be kept 
fully informed of the actions of the ‘Council. 
Since the Council has both executive and 
legislative powers, the load placed upon it 
is heavy and its actions directly concern 
the welfare of the students in their extra— 
curricular activities. 

During the past year every effort has been 
nade to keep the students fully informed of 
he procedure of the governmental body 


through the publishing of the’ Council meet—4 


ing minutes in The Gateway and through 
reports of the Council meetings in the same 
publication, as well as articles from time to 
time on the more important issues at stake. 
At least two special meetings of the Union 
have been held to allow the students to dis— 
cuss the proposals of the Council. In this 
way, student interest has been maintained 
throughout the year. This has been evi— 
dent from the many discussions that have 
taken place both within and without Union 
ind Council meetings. At the same time, 
the students have not found it necessary to 
call any meetings of the Union for the 
purpose of vetoing any acts of the Council. 

The results of the management of the 


Council will be reflected in the measure of. 


suecess attained in the Athletic, Literary 
and social aspects of student life. The usual 
program in each of these spheres of activity 
has been carried on and in some cases with 
additions to what has been done in the 
past. In both Men’s and Women’s Athletics, 
the successes of our teams has been out— 
standing, and their program has been, es— 
pecially in regard to Men’s Athletics, en— 
larged. The Literary department had a very 
good year, with the winning of the Imperial 
debate, and the presentation of an opera of 
the calibre of “The Bohemian Girl.” The 
vcial activities have been carried out with 


»|a large degree of success; our reputation for 


entertainment of visitors has been of the 
same high calibre as in former years. 


The Council took over office in a strong 
financial position as a result of the financing 
of the year previous; along with that posi— 

nh it took over several large endeavours 

legacies of the retiring Council which 
more than used up the surplus. We had an 
honorarium of $100, a salary for an ac— 
countant of $300 and a larger cost for 
coaches, a salary of $75 for the central 
check, the financing of the new system of 
athletic tickets, which was of itself more 
or less of a gamble, since it was difficult 
to budget on the ticket income in relation 
to other gate receipts, and in relation to our 
dealings with outside teams... The compnl— 
sory fees temained’ at thé same figure cf 
ten dollars, with the optional fees heing 
collected at the same time, namely, rezis— 
tration. This procedure greatly simpl.f 2d 
the collection of fees throughout the year, 
but was awkward since some of the ootional 
fees were withdrawn. The method is viewed 
favorably by Union officials, and is recom— 
mended for following years. Since the ob— 
jection has been raised both by students and 
the public that the extra-curricular fees at 
this University are abnormally large, it be— 
comes necessary to state emphatically at 
this point that the compulsory fees and the 
optional fees were the same this. year as 
for the past several years, with the optional 
fees being withdrawn up to a definite date. 

As mentioned previously, the retiring 
Council of last year enforced for this year 
several new projects which vitally affected 
our methods for thé year. With two ex— 
ceptions we found the propositions to be 

d, and with minor changes these were 
‘eft in force for future years. The system 
of honoraria to certain Union officials was 
withdrawn, and a limit was set. on the 
amount to which a reserve fund would be 
allowed to approach. This year an attempt 
was made to institute a system of Junior 
teams in athletics; the University of British 
Columbia was definitely admitted to the 
prairie Intercollegiate League. We also 
tried to make certain very much—needed 
improvements in the system of student dis— 
cipline. These also have not been enforced 
by the Committee on Student Affairs at the 
present date. Each of the foregoing will 
be discussed at length in this report. 

The Council had the attitude throughout 
their term of office that it is not necessary 
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Therefore, our func— 


to keep the state of student government in 
continual revolution. : 


tion this year was to serve the students ~ 


under the existing system as best we could, 
with a minimum of changes, other than a. 
few minor points for the better working of 


the existing system. How well we have per— 


formed our wok is a matter for discussion 
elsewhere. 

Details 
Financing. 

The year has been successful financially. 
As mentioned previously, the surplus from 
the preceding year was about $500, with re— 
serves of $300 for the year being set aside. 
Although the previous Council instituted a 
system of honoraria for student officials, a 
paid central check, a guarantee of $800 to 
the B.C. rugby team, and a system of ath— 
letic tickets, it has been the policy of this 

uncil from the, beginning of the year to 
finance on the years’ receipts, leaving the 
reserves and surplus! untouched for ermer— 
gencies. 

The compulsory fees were not raised; the 
gymnasium fee was refunded, and the other 
two optional fees were withdrawn at the 
student’s discretion. The athletic tickets 
were a considerable saving to the interested 
student. The collection of the three dollars 
for the Year Book in the fall greatly sim— 
plified the work of the staff of that pub— 
lication, and saved the Union unnecessary 
expense. B 


At the budget meeting the Council was - 


faced with increased expenditure of about 
$1,500 over last year. The Track and Rugby 
teams had numerous advances on their bud— 


ret; the season was unfavorable for large — 


attendance at the games, with the result 
that gate receipts were down. Hence it was 
necessary to curtail expenditures. The 
Council adopted the policy of travelling only 


those team whose past performances war— 


ranted such procedure. The Men’s Hockey 
team was withdrawn from the prairie series; 


the Women’s Hockey team was not allowed ~ 


to travel. The Swimming Club travelled, 
since more than half their allowance came 
from individual contributions; the Tennis 
team travelled because of a moral obliga— 
tion; a Basketball tournament was looked 
upon favorably here as an economic meas— 
In short, the policy was one of rigid 
economy, perhaps slightly too rigid, but we 
were faced with an unknown hockey team, 
a tournament, and athletic tickets. 


The turning point in finance came with 
the outstanding success of the hockey team 
and the large gate receipts. Several Union: 
organizations were preparing to return part 
of their budgets. From the time financing 

van _to improve, more freedom was allow— 
ed. However, returns still came in due to 
the original policy of economy. Apparently 
every organization has been able to carry 
out its original plans to the satisfaction of 
those concerned. 

The result has been a surplus of about 
$2,000, over and above setting aside $200 
reserve, and. discharging all our obligations, 
without encroaching on the surplus of last 
year, of which approximately $500 still 
exists. 

A copy of the financial statement appears 
herewith. 

The Council had a policy of building junior 
teams and spending more money on the 
campus and less in travelling. This policy 
has been followed in thé distribution of 
about $1,900 of the surplus. We have ar— 
ranged for the increase of the seating ca— 
pacity at the grid, for a public address sys—

in the games; $975 for Men’s Athletics and 


$210 for Women’s Athletics has been. set - 
aside for the purchase of equipment.» Since... 


the equipment was good and nearly up to 
strength during the past year, this addi—

From the financial aspect of this report it ts 


is evident that the new Council is in the 
strongest. financial position a council ‘ever 
was at this University, and should have an 
exceedingly successful year next session. 
The collection of fees as carried out saves 
the Union officials much work, but is a 
load for the General Office. We wish here 
to express our thanks to Mr. West, Bursar, 
for his kind consideration in the collection:

and refunding of fees, for his generosity in ~ 


helping to finance certain 


through carrying charges, and for his very 


helpful advice at all times. 

Mr. S. V. Allen, treasurer, has just com— 
pleted an outstanding year in his office. 
His complete grasp of affairs and his man— 


undertakings ~ 


agement has been invaluable to the Council. — 


The office of accountant has been very 


efficiently held by Mr. R. W. Adshead, who- 


has rendered great assistance. This coming 


year legislation hds passed to increase Mr.. 


Adshead’s salary to $450, with a correspond— 
ing increase in load, thereby relieving the 
Union officials of what is sometimes too 
burdensome routine. ‘ 

This system trends towards a permanent 
paid official, and after investigation was the 
best we could do for this year. It is re- 
commended for continuation. 


We wish to extend our appreciation to the 


University’ adzainistration for help received, 
both financial and otherwise. t 
Legislation. 

This Council has been charged with being 
fond of legislation, a fault apparently found 
with other Councils. We believe the charge 
to be without foundation. This much— 
lauded new. system of government has been 
given a fair trial this year, certain acts hav— 
ing been consolidated, and certain minor 
changes made to increase the efficiency of 
the machine. 

According to constitution, the amend— 
ments of last year were reprinted, and a 
consolidation of standing resolutions pre— 
pared by Mr. Wershof during the summer. 
Constitutional amendments were confined to 
classifying class membership right, and to 
the appointment rather than popular elec— 
tion of managers of teams. kN 

This year the relations between the Com— 


mittee on Student Affairsy the Council and - 


the . Disciplinary Committee (Men’s) have 
been many and varied, and complete har— 
mony has not been achieved. Out of it all, 
though, much good is capable of coming, 
since certain relations have been clarified. 

The Council wished to show some appre— 
ciation of the work of the hockey team, 
but was asked to discuss the matter in the 
Committee. The Council felt finally. that 
the issue at stake was not whether the 
hockey team should be given some mark 
of appreciation, but that it was the right 
to control the expenditure of student funds. 
To ascertain. student opinion the matter was 
taken to a Union meeting, where the Coun— 
cil was almost unanimously sustained. The 
vote of the Committee was in favor of 
allowing the proposition to go into action, 
with the faculty members dissenting. The 


result was to show that the administration — 


should have ultimate control of expenditure, 
since they have the ultimate responsibility 
in ease of financial failure on the part of a 
council. The student members concur in 
this opinion, but hold that in this case, 
where financial success was a foregone con— 
clusion, that the right should have been 
‘eserved. In consideration of the discussion 
on the advisability of proceeding with the 
scheme, the Council withdrew all their pro— 
posals, except one involving an expenditure 
of approximately $65.

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HON. FRANK OLIVER 


The choice of the Hon. Frank Oliver as 
the University’s Convocation speaker this 
year was a particularly happy one. There 
are few people who have contributed more 
to the service of the west and more par— 
ticularly of the Province of Alberta than he 
has done. 

Coming west with the vanguard of the 
settlers in the latter part of the last cen— 
tury, he settled in Edmonton, where in 
1880 he founded the Edmonton Bulletin, the 
first newspaper, with the exception of one at 
Battleford, Saskatchewan, to be published in 
the prairies west of Winnipeg.

Frank Oliver has a great number of other 
achievements to his credit, the worth of

In view of his long pioneer service in the 
west and his popularity with all, the Uni— 
versity could not have done better than it 
has ‘done in awarding Hon. Frank Oliver 
the honourary degree of LL.D. and in in— 
viting him to be the speaker at this year’s

Committee with the Committee on Student 
Affairs have been particularly unfortunate, 

_ put were bound to afise in this, the first 
year in’ which cases of major importance 
arose. The effect has been to clarify rela— 
‘tions, but also to reach the point where a 
decision must be made as to the feasibility 
of the present scheme. I am of the opinion 
that the theory of the system is entirely 
good, with certain necessary changes, and 
that it can do much to improve the dis— 
cipline of the student body. 


The Council, as the result of its experi— 
ence throughout the year, embodied a series 
of recommendations for changes in the ex— 
isting system. These changes were not in 
the nature of mandates or bonds, but were, 
we think, the best we could do to try to 
eradicate the obvious fallacies existing in 
the present system. The situation has reach— 
ed a point where it must go forward, or 
ithe power of self-discipline recalled. If 
such is. not the case, the students are 
going to lose confidence in the Disciplinary 
Committee. We believe that what we ask— 
ed is just and fair, and if these are not 
granted, something of a similar nature 
should be instituted. If a preference is 

“held as to the source, that is not our affair. 

- Our proposition had received the approval 
of one high in the administration of the 
University, and had been approved by stu— 
dénts and Council alike. If such had not 

_ been theycase, we would not have presumed 
to present such a petition. 

‘It is pointless here to further discuss the 
“appealed cases before this Committee, An 
- improvement might be made by altering pro— 
_ cedure to give the accused and the Chair— 
-man of the Disciplinary Committee concern— 

ed every chance ‘to present their different 
or common sides of the case. 

The position of President of the Union 
is unfortunate in the case of an appeal be— 
fore the appeal reaches the Committee. If, 
after a case is appealed by the Provost, a 
meeting of the President of the University, 
Provost, President and Chairman were held, 
I believeyin many cases the situation could 

since it 
would not depend on one individual to at— 
tempt to keep straight the transference of 
attitudes, 

We recommend a continuance of a system 
of self-discipline for the students, and feel 
sure the students will react faithfully to the 
situation. The greatest possible care should 
-sbe taken to avoid.a reversion to anything 
-symbolic of the old “Court,” but likewise 
steps are necessary to ensure the confidence 
-of the students in their Committee. The 
Council holds also that a reversion to the 
old system of discipline would not have the 
-best effect on the conduct of the student 
body. 

... During the year the Council took legisla— 
_ tive steps which were not of. major import— 
ance, but were designed to better the system 
-of government. The class membership was 
definitely decided, the price of major func— 
. tions: was reduced, the financial arrange— 
ments of .the class organizations were 
brought under the scrutiny of the Union 
Accountant, and arrangements were made 
to assure a fairer financial treatment to the 
_ Freshmen at entrance. 
. Athletics. 

During the past year, Athletics has been 
highly successful both from the point of 
view of the participant and spectator. Con— 
siderable interest has been evident on the 

part of the students, which after all is one 
of the essentials to the success of the sys— 
tem. The athletic tickets were a bargain 
for the 50 per cent. of the enrollment who 
retained them, and were a help in financ— 
ing. Since this was the first year they 
‘were in use,’ some difficulty was experi— 
enced in arranging divisions of the income 
within the Union departments, due to lack 
of data on attendance in previous years. 
* \gain, some difficulty was experienced in 
dealing with mural organizations on 
gate splits and ticket values. These diffi— 
culties» were overcome with a minimum of 
and permanent records are left for 
convenience of future years. We recom— 
mend the continuance of the system, since 
next year will undoubtedly see a larger 
percentage of the students retain their 
booklets.. The minutes contain a recom— 
mendation for improvements in the system 
for next year. 

The year was particularly fortunate in 
_ the selection of coaches. Messrs. Morgan, 
Fridfinnson and Shandro were coaches of 
the three majors men’s sports, and rendered 
exceptionally satisfactory service. Their re— 
engagement for next year would be a step 
in the right direction. 

Dramatics. 5 

The Dramatic Society, including the Or— 
’ chestra and Glee Clubs, had a very satis— 
factory year with the spring-and fall plays, 
and especially with the presentation of ‘“The 


Bohemian Girl.” It. has been felt by some 
that in this branch of student endeavour the 
load. comes rather heavily onto some stu— 
dents, especially when the productions chosen 
‘are of such difficulty as were presented 
this year. The same effect can be seen 
-here as in Athletics. It would appear to be 
necessary to institute some form of reward 
for and prevention from participation to a 
predetermined degree. A system of positive 
and negative points, connected with the 
Dramatic A award, shouid prove advan— 
tageous. 

Thé Dramatic Society is under Mr. C. J. 
Jackson, and is to be commended on their 
financial standing. With no budget ap— 
propriation, the society carried its program 
and returned a surplus at the end of the 
year. It appears that this is a.goal for 
some of the other highly subsidized student 
organizations could well strive for. 
Debating. 

The Debating Society may be divided in— 
te two parts. The Forum is losing interest, 
and it is apparent that steps are necessary 
to revive interest in this branch. Success 
attended the Imperial debate, which was 
held overtown. 


This is indicative of a means to obtain 
public interest in the work of the students 
—something quite necessary to a larger de— 
gree. 


Gateway. 

. The Gateway this year tried to maintain 
an attitude of placing the Council’s posi— 
tion fairly before the students. It might 
have been improyed by more definite edi— 
torials on more pertinent topics, and by 
reflecting student opinion more accurately. 
Such a paper may exert great influence in 
in the paper, which might be overcome by 
different methods of appointment and pro— 
motion. 

It is recommended that the retiring Editor 
re-arrange his staff in such a manner to 
allow the Council a choice from at least 
two for editor the following year. 

Men’s Disciplinary Committee. 

The state of this committee has been 
discussed elsewhere in this report, and 
therefore does not need to appear here. 
The official members of that committee 
have faithfully applied themselves to their 


duty this year, and have every confidence 
of the students. 
Women’s Disciplinary Committee. 

This was the first session for this com— 
mittee, and in all one case was tried. It 
appears necessary to have a clearer under— 
standing of the divisions of jurisdiction be— 
tween this committee and the Pembina 
House Committee. 

Rink. 

The Rink had a successful year under the 
-anagement of Hugh Wilson. The Senior 
Hockey League was retained, which aided 
the financial side. . 

It is recommended that less time be 
allotted to the smaller outside organiza— 
tions and more to the University students 
in the future. The regular University teams 
were apparently quite satisfied with the 
allotment of time. 

The Rink capital debt is being paid off 
at an increasingly rapid rate each year. It 
would appear to be fairer to not pay this 
so fast, to decrease the skating fees to the 
students (provided we got the Senior League 
next year), and set aside a‘sinking fund 
tor the time when no further fees are 
coming in. 

It might be advantageous to consider an 
enlargement of the rink, with some ar— 
rangements being made to retain the Senior 
League. 

Handbook. 

The Handbook was handled this past year 
very efficiently and satisfactorily by 
Sigler. 

Year Book. 

The Year Book is being loudly praised on 
all sides. Several new ideas have appeared 
therein, which are a decided advantage. 
Central Check. 

A new system of checking equipment 
was instituted this year, and proved highly 
successful. We have almost full strength 
standard material all on hand, in good shape, 
and all returned ready for re-use. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Pepper received mcre 
material than he checked out, showing the 
waste in former years. 

Council. 

Some difficulty was experienced this year 
as last in getting quorums at Council meet— 
ings. Some regulation affecting attendance 


is necessary. It is recommended that the 


Executive Committee of the Council func— 
tion to a greater degree in the future than 
in the past. 

N.F.C.U.S. 

Five scholars this year took advantage 
of the exchange scheme as against one last 
year. The Travel Bureau received scant 
consideration this year from this University. 

This concludes the report on the activi— 
‘es for the year 1930-31. On the whole the 
various organizations. have enjoyed much 
activity and a good measure of success. 
The Council has tried to do the best it 
could under the *€ircumstances. How well 
we have succeeded is better viewed from 
another angle.

REPORT OF THE EDITOR OF 
THE GATEWAY 


The Gateway has just completed a par— 
ticularly difficult year. The general finan— 
cial depression seriously affected the re— 
venue derived from advertising and threat— 
ened to produce a deficit in the year’s oper— 
ations, this necessitating a very close watch 
on all expenditure and an absolute curtail— 
ment of all expenses not absolutely neces— 
sary for the operation of the paper. The 
fact that The Gateway finished the year 
with a large surplus was due to a combin— 
ation of unexpected good luck in collecting 
advertising accounts, and very careful’ man— 
agement of the finances of the publication. 

Conditions within the University itself 
were not such as to make the carrying on 
of the publication easy from an editorial 
standpoint. The most important issue 
which arose in the course of the year was 
that of student discipline and its relation 
to the University authorities. This subject, 
by its very nature extremely difficult of 
treatment, was further involved by various 
unfortunate circumstances connected with 
he case upon which the whole dispute was 
based. 

I think I may safely say that in the 
dispute which followed, The Gateway, by 
its decision to publish the facts behind the 
Gibbs’ case, took the lead in trying to main— 


tain as large a measure of student discipline 

possible in the hands ‘of the students, at 
, time when all indications seemed to point 

the other direction. I feel that the pub— 
licity given the case and the. subsequent 
events did much to help bring about what 
appears to be a fairly satisfactory under— 
standing. 

I would like to point out, however, that 
ven at that time, as at all other times 
‘uring the year, the columns of The Gateway 
were open for those on the other side of 
the question to state their case as fully as 

ey desired. It is a source of considerable 
disappointment to me that the response of 
the students as a whole through the medium 
of the Correspondence Column was not far 

eater than it was. Before leaving the 
matter of student discipline, I would like 
>» voice my appreciation of the view taken 
by President Wallace, not only on this, but 
all matters concerning The Gateway, that 
of allowing the Editor to publish opinions 
of the students, without hindrance from the 
authorities, even although these opinions 
might be directly opposed to his own views. 
nis is indeed an enlightened view and 
me which promises well for’ the future of 
ir University in a time when suppression 

* student opinion by the authorities is the 
tule rather than the exception. 

This brings us to another point in the 
policy which The Gateway has constantly 
pursued for the past year, that is the de— 
votion of .considerable space to news re— 
ports, features and editorial discussion con— 
| cerned with events outside our own Uni-— 
versity, more particularly those events 
which more or less directly concern our sis— 
ter institutions in Canada. This has been 
a year of numerous and important happen-— 
ings in various Universities across Canada, 
important not only in themselves, but be— 

2 they portray the general tendencies 
our times. These events The Gateway 
as this year gone to considerable pains 
to present to the students in detail and in 
unbiased a manner as possible. The ac— 
ounts of several of these important events 
were far more complete than those given 
n the Edmonton daily papers. Nothing is 
more dangerous, either to the world or to

The change in the make—up of The Gate— 
way staff to include a board of Associate 
Editors has not yet been tried in practice, 
since it was inaugurated only this spring. 
It has been designed to ease the load which 
the Editor has had to bear. Whether or 
not it will do so, remains to be seen.

I am of one mind with Gateway editors 
of the past in the feeling that more of 

e annual surpluses of The Gateway. should 
be devoted to building up a Gateway reserve 
fund, instead of being voted away -in. the 
general fund of the Students’ Union. 

The relations of the Council. and The 
Gateway, while they have at times béen 
subject to strain, have on the whole been 
good. I feel that in considerable measure 
this has been due to the attitude taken by 
Al Harding as President of the Union, who 
has always been ready to admit the possi— 
bility of a point of view rather than his 
wn. A 

In conclusion, I would like to pay this 
last tribute to the loyal staff of The Gate— 
way, who have carried on without hope of 
yny material reward, some of them. ‘under 
serious difficulties on account of their par— 
ticipation in the work of The Gateway. 

7ithout them The Gateway could :never 
nave been published.
